As you know, the Subcommittees on Foreign Economic Policy and 
African Affairs are currently investigating the allegation of viola- 
tions of economic sanctions against Rhodesia by American petroleum 
companies. The State Department has recently compiled, for transmis-~ 
sion to the Subcommittees, a collection of documents from its files 
relating to this matter. Some of these documents originated with 
the Central Intelligence Agency, and the State Department has asked 
that we request access to these directly from you. We would greatly 
appreciate it if you would clear these documents so that they might - 
be made available to the staff of the Subcommittees as soon as possible. 


We would also ask that the Agency provide the Subcommittees 
and their staff with all other materials and information it may have 


relating to possible Rhodesian sanction violations by U.S. of] com- 
panies during the period in which sanctions have been in effect.
